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MISSION TO THE CAFFRES. 
(Continued from page 363.) 


25th. Conversed with Tzatzoo about brotlér Williams and Jan, where 
they should settle. ‘ Why,” says he, “ Here is one of the best rivere 
in Cative-land; youare my friends; and thus, from thé corinexion between 
us, [ cannot permit you settling ariy where else. I have the first claim; 
and especially on my son.” 1 asked him if hé would introducé other cus- 
toms. He said he had riot sent his son for an education, and then to re- 
turn and comfort them: but to teach him; his children, and people, how 
they were to act. He might build, cultivate, dress, &c. &c. as lie pleased. 
Jan préached again $ some were affected; and one mari afterwards said 
that he was not an entire stranget to what was said; for some months he 
had felt that nothing on earth could satisfy him; that he was a@ great sin- 
her, and he was rejoiced té hear thé word of God. _ 

We rode to the river, which weé found running néarly from east to west ; 
but we heard that it sodn after turns southward, towards thé sea. The wa- 
ter is about four times as strong as that ef the Kruman, running from the 
inowntains ¢f the Bushmen behind Caffraria.” It is only to lead it out ; 
and théré aré large plains that might be cultivated. The soi! is richer hers 
than in any other part of Caffria which we had séen ; the corn more a- 
hundant, and of a finer quality ; the grass likewise better, and the moun- 
tains a little to the north covered with wood of various kitids to the very 
tops. Frein hence it is only a day and a half’s journey to the Tambookies. 
Hinza, a ydéung chief, considéred as lawful sovereign of Caffraria, re- 
ades betweén this place and the Tambookies, to the fiorth-east ; but is 
expected to come and réside directly on the east sideof Somerset Riv- 
er. 

I obtained the following infértnation from ax intelligent man, who had 
lived long with Hinza’s people, aiid spéaks very good Dutch. He said that 
hie, and other Caffres, héaring of a large river called Broad River, on the 
opposite side of which was a town, and that thé natives on this side liad 
sometimes an cpporiunity ef bartering different articles with the people 
living there, had set out ona journey, and passed the following tribes; all 
belonging to the Tambookies :—TZatzod, Voesani, Komboesh; Thokaas, 
and Oomsevocboo. ‘The last residé at the mouth of the river of bay; that 
coming here they could see a town at a great distance, Gn the epposite side, 
with a large wall around it; thet oppesite this towr was an island, by 
which the ships anchor ; and the people going on bodrd, go first from the 
continent to the island 3 they; who (namely, the pes of Caffres) on cgm- 
ing to thé Gomsevowboos, turned to the lefts and iound a large district, of 
what he called Bogaries, who have their ground well cultivated, and an a- 


“hindance of pdultry, fruit-trees, &c. ; that they then came to a nation of 


ganmihals ; and one of the party being catght and slaughtered, they fled 

back again. They gained, however, information that this nation of caant- 

bals, called the Scanda, intermarry with a tribe of the Bootshuanas, per- 

haps the red Gaffrea, as they are réported to Le-vasy savase. His state-

ment of the distance, however, made the narrative doubtful; for he said 
that it was not more than ten days journey from where we were. It is 
pretty well ascertained, however, from other people, that there is a nation 
of cannibals in that direction. 

We met likewise with a Hottentot, who had formerly been at Bethels- 
dorp, who was come from large kralls of Hottentots liv ng in their ancient 
way among the Bushmen, behind the mountains north-east of Caffraria. 
They marry with the Bashmen, who are said to- be tame; and he affirmed 
that a Missionary would be received most gladly. Their chief is a broth- 
er to one of the members-of our church, and who is fourg as an assistant 
with brother Williams. Their country they say is weli weoded and water- 
ed, and abounding with game. 

We prepared to leave Tzatzoo on the morrow ¢ but the Calfres were 
displeased ; as they said they were just becoming hungry and thirsty for 
the word, and now we were Soing to leave them; but the old chief agreed 
to accompany us to Makanna’s, to give in his sentiments about Mr. Wil 
jams’ residing with him. 

26th. Spanned | in early ; the Caffres being assembled, we sung. Jar 
gave an exhortation, and committed the kraal to God in prayer. One of 
his brothers wept much. We spanned out at noon near a wood, and were 
soon surrounded by many Caffres, whom our people exhorted to prayer, &c. 
In the afternoon we fell in with a large party of Caifres hunting, pe chaps 
80, with nearly twice the number ef dogs ; and the scarcity of game may 
be judged of by the success of this day ; they had caught only a young 
blae buck and ‘an ape. We spanned out on the northern side, of the: 
Keiskamma River, where was plenty of grass for the oxen, and an agreea- 
ble place to spend the evening. 

27th. We arrived early ‘at Makanna’s kraul,. and‘ were disappomted in 
not finding Geika; there was, however, a message from him, saying, that 
he could not come immediately, as he had received'a mass ave fram Cvlonel 
Cuyler to collect together the stolen cattle, and send them | hack, &ce. We, 
therefere, resolved to proceed to Geikazas quickly as possible. We found 
there was a mis understanding. Makanna had engayed te send a messave 
to Geika, which he seemed not to have done ; and we evidently saw that 
Makanna and Slambi wished to act independently of Geiha, first, perhaps, 
from a principle of superiority; and, secondly, fearing Geika m: ‘echt oppose 
the coming of Missionaries. On the other hand, we were viven to under- 
stand that we had the sanction of the greatest part ot the nation, and that 
it would be difficult for him to hinder it. We had aimeeting with Makan- 
na and Tzatzvoo about the place of Mr, Williams's residence,  ‘Tzatzoe 
pleaded tor his coming to him, and pointed ont where he could have his 
station. Mlakanna s said that he t! ought Hinza wonld settle at Somerse) 
River; and the question was, whether there would then be recom for the 
Missionary. twas signiiied that a large eatent wus not needed ; and “Vzat- 
zoo said he was sure that Hinza would be satisfied. Mahanna seemed not 
very well pleased at Mr. Whiliams’s uot resolving to stay with hin; but 
likewise said that he had no suitable place; satd he should ask Govern- 
ment permission to seitle on the west side of tle Fish River within the 
colony. 

Ysih. Being Lord’s Day, had a praye: rmeeting early. I preache: d, at 
11 o'clock. irom Hebrews vin. 25. «‘Tirere were sev: eral Hottentots in teais. 
When f had done, Jan preached and praye d Mi the €ailre language. Af- 


ter service, a oid woman had some dificulty in getting away to tne bush- 
- i t 
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erying out that she was no human being, but a monster of iniquity. We 
found she had been considered. a witch ; “that she had a sister whe had lately 
been baptized at Bethelsdorp. I spoke to several who were in tears ; a- 
mongat otliere to.a young Hottentot, whe the evening before was going to 
fetch water. He said, that on the way a voice came to him, saying, ‘ How 
is it you walk so unconcerned?” He resisted the speaker, and went on. 
The voice ¢aid, ‘Do yon know you are asinner!’ He still resisted; when 
the voice said again, Will you pray? when he cried out, “‘O God, help 
me!” He returned, and was in tearsever since. He said his sins were 
very great. Brother Williams preached in the evening, from 1 Tim. 
i. 15. 

29th. We rede away early to inspect @ river, which ‘had been pointed 
out asa fit place for a missien. We rode by several kraals, all the people 
of which were very inquisitive to know the object of ovr journey; and 
were pleased when it wastold them. After twe hours ride we came to 
the place; but found a very scanty snpoly ef water, wood, and grass. 
This prospect was very bad; and yet a residence somew here hereabout 
appeared to us at that time ve: -y desirable, because there was a great num- 
ber of Elottentets, Gonas, and Gaffres, understanding the Dutch language, 
residing with Makanna, and who would all join a Missionary immediately. 
These “people had come from eyery direction to hear the word of God 
from this nan; but the badness of the place afforded a gloomy prospect. 
i our return we made a report to the chief who said he should be very 

happy to have Mr. Williams near him ; but that was the best place he had 
an his district. 

30th. Makauna breakfasted with us. When all was ready for departing, 
we sang, prayed, and then took leave, and departed. We were accompan- 
ied a great wav by Caffres, Gonas, and Hottentots, some. of. whom wept 
very much. We e spanned owt that evening in a loot my dale between hills, 
and were disturbed in the night by a wolf, which ‘drove aw ay our oxen, and 
ate ot the slaughtered ox which we had received from the old chief, Tza- 
tzoo; he did net, however, eat much; but we, having no ether meat, were 
ebligedtotake hic leavings. 

May Ist. We were delayed this merning on account of the oxen being 
away, and after they were brought to the waggon, while we were waiting 
for the rest “of the killed ox, the oxen slipt away again ; ; and we did net 
find them til! 11 o’clock, when we went an till ev ening 5 we then saw two 
kraals, the only ones we hadseensince we left Makanna. Indeed the coun- 
try hereis very barren, badly watered and woeded. We considered our- 
selves in the neighborhood of the kraals of the Madankean Cafires,—fa- 
mous thieves; and, therefore, kept eur horses and oxen fast the whole 
night, and the peeple were on the look-out. Had rain; but having plenty 
ef tire-wood, the people dried themselves by the fire as fast as they ‘Sot wet. 
~A Hottentot never minds rain, if he can only get a fire. 

2d. Our Caffre cuide, from Makanna, dispatct ied a man to know witere 
Geika was ; who returned saying, that} he was at the kraaisf Butma, col- 
lecting the stolen cattle to send to the colony. We passed akraal where 
was a Hottentot, formerly belonging to Bethelsdorp, and whose first wife 
is one of its most ornamental members there now. — He said the Caffires 
were ripe for the word. As we wished to know more minutely where Gei- 
ka was, passing a fine lake, we spanned out, about nine o’cleck, in sight of 
a number of Kraals under the command of ‘the Macrater Antoni, a Caifre, 
who formerly had visited Bethelsdorp much; and after being aifected by 
the word, joined us from these kraals, and bewan to speak very r feelingly te 
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the Caffyes, and interpreted every thing he heard us say. Brother Wil- 
liams recommended getting the Caffres together ; which the chief eagerly 
@id, by sending persons off in every direction ; and in abeut two hours we 
had a congregation of about 260 Catfres‘ men, women, and children ; and 
brother Jan preached to them with much freedom. One af the women 
said, that the night before, when she went to bed, avoice (as she ‘called it) 
said to her, ‘ Have you so much that you can sleep ?—stand up and pray:” 
that she had risen, and could not get rest the whale night ; and she suppos- 
¢4@ it to be the voice of God; and that it was to forewarn her of what was 
et hand,namely, the word of God, We trust this meeting was not with- 
eut a blessing ;. and we looked back to think of the reason of our oxed be- 
ing twice away yesterday morning; forif we had had the oxen probably 
we should have pased this place the same evening. 

Hearing that Geika was still at Botma’s, we went forward, our waggons 
surrounded by Caffres. At first they had their assazais ; but finding who 
we were, sent away their weapons, as they said we were men of peace. 

Approaching the kraal of Botma, we were informed that Geika was gone 
home ; and we then turned our waggons, and proceeded towards his place, 
Towards evening we came to the Chami River, the banks of which are ve- 
ry high, and it required some labor with pick-axes and shovels, to get the 
waggons safely through ; and just as we were beginning another messenger 
came toinform us that Geika was still at the kraal of BRotma, and that it 
was his son wha was gone home. We were displeased at this day’s pre- 
ceedings, but ceuld nat blame ourselves ; and thought that, perhaps, boa 
had some end to answer by bringing us here. A number of Caffres joined 
us in the evening and morning worship, and heard with great earnestness 
the word of life ; and about 10 o’clock at night Hendrik _Noeka, Geika’s 
interpreter, arrived, who had, in Geika’s name, applied for Missianaries ;— 
and we had much interesting conversation with him till past midnight ; and 
we could not help thinking that it was a wonderful providence that we had 
seen this man before we saw Geika. He has natn abt influence, and is 
perfectly acquainted with the sentiments af Geika, and of the Caffres in 
general, and could put wards in our mouths. He is considered chief over 
many Catfres, a intends to join Mr. Williams immediately. We had 
dispatched two men, at sunset, to ge te inquire where Geika was ; and 
about noon to-day they returned, saying, that they had met him, and that he 


had pointed outa kraal where he would meet us on the merrow.

few alterations in the punctuation, which were obviously mistakes. 
“Andover, Dec. bith, 1812. . 


Dear Christian friend, 

“Limprove this opportunity to write to you. And E saw your beloved 
book which you sent by Mr. G. and that I very mnch thaak you for it. 
Iam great joy to God to give me such a goo friend in this land where we 
hear the words of God—God is kind to. us and to the other, thatis, to every 
body else, “God will earry through his work for us. 

“ { do not know what will God do with my poor soul. I shall go before 
God and also both Christ, 

‘We must all try to wot forward where God wish us todo. God is able 
to save sinners, 1 we have some feelmg in him. Is very great thing to 
have hope in him, and do all the Christian graces. Lhope the Lord will 
send the Gospel to the heathen lawl, where the word of the Savior never- 
yet had been. Poor people, worship the wood and stone and shark, and 
almost every thing their gods; the Bible is not there, and heaven and holl 
they do not know aboatit. I yet inthis country: and no father and na 
mother. But God is friend if I will do his will and not my own will.” 


The following extracts are taken froth a letter, dated Goshen, April 4, 
18la 

«<* * # * T knew not what was my business when at first time I set out 
from home, only a boy’s notion. Because 1 have no father and no mother, 
and [ therefore thought of it, I mast go.and see the world, and see what [ 
could find, IL nevor heard any thine about Jesus and heaven and hell. 
Well,.after I have heard about these things, [ heard that Jesus Christ was 
the Son of God, and that he has came into the world to save sinners ; the 
evil spirit then coming into my mind, and said that there was none neither 
heaven nor holl. I could not believe it, Sometimes when some good 

sople talked with me on this subject, L was but just hate to hear it. 

“T hope that you and I may meet, though at present unknown to each 
other, in the eternal world; where many come from the east, and from the 
west, and from thenorth, and from the south, and sit down together in the 
kine lom of Ohrist, But I do sometimes think, often that L shall never 
see that holy ani happy world. [am very ateaid, because [ was a great 
enemy to. God and have fougit against his gracs and his loving kindness to- 
wards me. 

“OQ! my doar friend, do not forget to pray for me before our heavenly 
Father, when you are alone. Pray for me, and for my poor countrymep, 
and for others, that we may escape from the wrath tocome. Those that 
have been faithful to the Lord Jasus Christ, the same shall be saved; and 
those that have done evil shall coms to the resurrection of damnation. 

“ Thero is no great consequence wherevor we may be called, if we only 
keep our hearts right before (20d, We are under peculiar obligation 4 
consscrate ourselves wholly to the glory of God. But we know that our 
deceitful hearts are apt to ran down even as a clock or watch is. A good 
clock will keep good time by winding it up; but if we don’t, it certainly 
will run down. For “this people,” said our Savior, “draweth nizh unto 
me with theic mouth, and honoreth me with their lips, but their heart is 
far from me.” . My wioked heart has been just as those clocks which ran 
down very ofter, \ But I hope I love the Lord Jesus Christ. - 1 am willing 
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to give unevery thing, hoth my saul and body, for time and eternity. 
God can do all this. “ [ can do all things,” satd the apostle, “ throug's 
Christ,” &c. 

“My dear friend, do not forget to pray for William; pray that he may 
ever have joy in the holy presence of Gods; and may he be made a goo4 
soldier of the cross af Christ. There is reason to hope that his heart will 
be changed, for God will have mercy on whom he will. — L wish that he 
gonldlive with me, so that [ could do all what for him Tecan. God in his 
holy pravidence has branght him and me from the heathen land. *#** Be. 
ease of the weakness of our faithand our selfishness, the gold and silver 
are tempting tothe soul. QO! can sinners expect to walk the colden streets 
without a perfect heart; or hew shall we live with hiay witheut being 
born again. : 

“ There is no way I can see for sinners bet to go to Christ, “Iam the 
way, the truth, and the life. Noman cometh into the Father but by me,” 
gaiithe Savior. | *Atthat day shall ye know that I anrin the Father, and 
yein mo, and Linyou.’ The Lord Jesus is already and waiting for sin- 
Bers, andinviting them to co:ne to bimimmediately withont delay.

We shall now furnish some account of William Tennoe, another of those youth, 
which we extract from the same pamphlet, from which the foregoing is taken. 

Tennoe, with his brother and four oiber young natives of the Sandwich Islands, ar- 
rived at Boston about the year 1809. ‘The four last mentioned “dissatisfied with their 
eundition, soon returned to their owu couatry. The pramphlet proceeds as followea.. 


Tennoe and his brother went on board a privateer, and several cruises 
durieg the late war. Aftertheir return they set out to travel from Boston 
to Ivew*rork in quest of employment; as they could find no epportunity 
of returning to their own Island. They travelled as far as Providence, 
in Rhode Island, and there the brother of Tennoo sickened and died ; leay- 
ing him alone in a strange land without friends or resources. 

At this time he seems to have labored under great depression of spirits. 
The state of his mind was deplorable, and to use his owa language, “ he 
felt so bad he did not care whether he lived or died,” From Providence 
he came ta Hartford, where he staid a few days, but finding no employ, 
went on ta New-Haven, Here he staid in several public houses, and gave 
good satisfaction to hisemployers. At length he went into the barber’s 
siiop to learn the trade, and soon becans very expert at his new gccupation. 
Here he was found by some of the students of College. 

They proposed to him to go to studying under their direction, engaging 
to become responsible for some debts which he had incurred, if he angwered 
their expectations. H>»complied with the proposal, and was put toschool 
under the direction of his Christian friends. . ! 

His case excited much interest in those who were acquainted with his 
sircu:nstances. Particularly was his case remembered in a circle of pious 
females, wne met weekly for social prayer. , 

One day while he was at school he was observed by his instructor to ap- 
pear unusally pensive and troubled. ‘Uhe instructor inquired the reason ; 
he said “he felt so he conld not study,” and requested leave to go home. 
Having obtained leave to retire, he wert to his lodgings, and lay down up- 
on his bed, as he says, to see if he could not sleep away his feelings. But 
bis distress of mind incrpased, aad finding no relief in this way, he arose 


- -_ 
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and went into the yard to cut wood, in order to divert his mind. Bat his 
distress increased so, that he could mo longer conceal it. lo appeared 
bowed down under a deep sense of his sinfulness in the sight of a holy 
God. 

These impressions never left him until, as is hoped, he found peace at 
the feet of Jesus. It was afterwards found that the time when his attention 
was first arrested in the school, was the very time when his female friends 
were assembled for prayer, and probably about the time when they were 
praying for him in particular. | 

He continued to receive instruction at New-Haven, until the spring of 
1815, when he removed to Goshen and joined @bookiah, with whoin he 
has since lived most of the time. 

He is now about 19 yearsof age, is possessed of promising talents, and 
has made very _ proficiency in his studies. Hoe is able to parse English 
tolerably well, has studied geography and arithmetic some ; writes a good 
hand, is affable in his manners, and of decorous deportment. 

The following extract of a letter written by him, is subjoined to give the 


reader some specimen of his improvement. ‘The letter is not considered 
as his best, but is the only one now in eur possession. 


“ North Guilford, April 16, 1816. 
¢¢ My dear Christian friend, 

“You have begun to think that [ have forgotten to write to you. But 
it is not so: [never shall forget to write to you so long as [ remember any 
body. I receive aletter from our dearfriend Mr. C. He give me direct, 
write letter to you. Now my dear friend you may read this letter, whom 
you hope will bea heraldof salvation to some of those poor heathen whe 
are sittihg in the region and shadow of death; who are perishing for want 
of the blessings, which through the goodness of God you and Lenjoy. [ 
have desired to taank God for his goodnoss, that he brought ne to this 
Christian land, where I have learned his name. Who God is like the 
Christian’s God? Who can with himeompare? He hath compassiva 
en my soul. 

My dear friend, I hope you alway remember me in your prayer—my 
eompanion, (Honooree) [ cannot tell you about his heart. He improve 
his time, he learn very well, he will soon be able to read the Bible, and 
pray to God; which [ hope he may know the only living God, aud Jesus 
Christ whom he hath sent. 

“ T hope you will remember him in your prayers, and that God give him 
anewheart. He sent his best love to you, though he dent know you. 
Mr. C. tell me thatone Owhyhean in state of New-York, the tewn is Cats- 
Kili. It was from Mr. A. one whom [ went to school to in New-Haven. 
Mr. C. say Mr. A. have one Gwhyhean in his scheol at present. 

“1 have no doubt that the Christians to take deep interest in the wel- 
fare of poor heathen souls; surely this isthe love of Christ, that Christian 
should glorify his name in the salvation of man. 

“Surely my dear Christian friend, [ am indeed under obligation both 
to God andman. While you teel so deep interest in my welfare, L much 
acknowledge the kindness of you, and the goodness of God, in which all 
my benefits flow. I shall alway remember them in my prayer, the great 


Benefactor, and great Fountain, from which all our blessings flow. Wher- 
ever we are, in whatever we are employ, may we set God before our eye. 
That Jesus Christ whom I hope [ love, who come die for sinners and te 
make themholy. Let the language of our heart be, what shall we render 
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to the Lord for all his benefits: we will take the cup of salvation and pay 
thee our vows. Thus Christians feed upon Christ, whose flesh is meat in- 
deed, axd whose blood is drink indeed. From Jesus thou shalt run without 
weariness, and walk without fainting, till thou reach the mountain of God, 
and sit down at tlhe marriage feast of the Lamb May God be with 
you, “Tam your son in Christ Jesus, 
“Witum Tenxor.” 





Tromas Brapwannie, Arehbishop of Canterbury, who went to heaven, A. D 1394 


Was author of that admirable treatise, written against the Pelagians, and most justly 
eutitled, “ De Causa Dei.” 


This admirable prelate acquaints us. in-his preface ta that immortal work, that he 
was encouraged to undertake it, by a very singular dream. i had long lamented (says 
he) the atrociaus errors of Pelagius, and the general. infection ocoasioned by the exten- 
tive spread of the free-will heresy. Qne night, after having spent some considefuble 
fime ja weeping and supplication before Gad, beseechiug him, for his glory’s sake,to 
arise and maintgin his awn cause ; 1 at last fell asleep, and dreamed as follows. 

“{ imagined myself to be ascending, high and fast, through the air, from 
east te west, in broad day-light, and without being in the least afraid. Pe- 
lagius, methought, met me ina hostile manner ; and, laying hold of my 
lett hand, implicated his fingers strongly with mine, and strove withall his 
might to check my ascent, and to drag me down again towards the earth. 
Confident in my own imaginary strength, I resisted and opposed him to 
the utmost : and the conflict was warmly continued for seme time. But 
Pelagius seemed to be getting the better, and to be pulling me more and 
more downard. Then it was, that I began to despair of my own strength, 
and cried with my whole heart to God for succor ; taking care, however, 
atill to resist the enemy with all the force I could exert. Immediately, I 
thought, the tables began to turn; and Pelagius, unclinching his grasp of 
my hand, fell headlong to the earth, and there lay, a breathless corpse, with 
_ his neck broken, and his eyes closed. I still seemed to remain above the 
earth, mounting and advancing as before, but with additional wonder and 
rejoicing.—From the tenor of this dream, I conceived some hope, that I, 
though a mere infant in Christ, might be enabled to triumph over the in- 
solent Pelagius, that pestilent ring-leader of the sect which bears his name ; 
and over his whole army of followers and adherants.

These delightful reflections, pointing toa grand and glorious consumma» 
fion, and arising out of that prosperity whichhas attendedthe British 
and Foreign Bible Society, are the common property of the members 
ef this and every other similar Institution, foreign or domestic, large or 
small; which the poor, who give from their penury, may equally appro- 
priate and enjoy with the rich, who contribute from their abundance. 

But to perpetuate the feelings which they awaken, and to realize the 
hope which they inspire, the exertions which have beenattended with such 
signal success must still be continued. The flame which has been kindled, 
and has spread itsstrong light over the world, cheering and animating the 
refions into which it has passed, must not be suffered to die away. Mil- 
lions yet remain of the household of faith, who depend on the charitable 
aid of their Christian brethren for the supply of their spiritual necessities: 
the barriers of Heathen superstition, and Mahomedan intolerance, seem no

At 2 o’clock in the 
afternoon, the Corporation,, with the Faculty of the College, preceded by 
the Students, Medical Students and Residents Graduates, moved in proces¢ 
sion, frou: the Chapel te the centre Meeting-House ; Music, appropriate to 
the solemn occasion, was performed by the Students. Prayers, expressing 
gratitude to God for raising up so distinguished a man and continuing him 
so long a blessing to the college ; acknowledging the holy and righteous 
Providence d? God in removing him by death ; and imploring the divine 
blessing upom the bereaved institution, and guidance for the Overseers im 
their present important duty, were offered by the Rev. Mr. Merwin and Mr. 
Taylor. The Eulogy was highly gratifying to the friends of Presiden‘ 
Dwight. After presenting him to the audience, in the various interesting
